WOODEN BISUES. 


There may bo a good many people in this 


slate who do not know how or where nre 
made the neat lillle wooden disLen in which 
butter is so generally sold now. 
So it may 


not ho without interest lo note that the 
largest establishment in the United Stales 
for the manufacture of tliis =ort of wooden 
waro Is in this city ; and bas been for about 
eight months, 'iha building is that creeled 
/or the glue factory, a few yeord URO, at tbe 
foot of Dakota street, n little below Morris, 
and the principal owner nnd nmnager is Mr. 
li. Frank Kennedy. 


It employs about 100 hand), mostly girls 


from twelve lo sixteen or eighteen, some of 
whom make as much, as a dolfar a day. and 
produce easily, when necessary, 100,000 in 
« d«y. 
It ships its vnres to every part of 


the United Stales, eieept the Pacific coast, 
and is now, as it haa been from (he outset, 
behind its orders. Tho limber found beat 
for the wc.-k is whilo poplar, but sugar, 
birch, isb und elm will do. 
The logs are 


out in about three feel lengths, steamed in a 
huge turning lathe where, as the log rolls 
atudily over, threo strips about a foot wide 
and one-sixteenth of nn inch Ihict, are 
pared off iu nn unbroken ribbon that might 
easily bo BOO feet long, if it were necosaary. 


These strips nre passed to a punching ma- 


chine, where tho form of n dish is punched 
out wilh the ends cut for lapping and rivet- 
ing wjlhliltle tinned wire pins. About fitly 
girls are. employed in selling and clinching 
these pins, each with a press worked by a 
trecdlt, and this process coaiplolea tho man- 
nficture, oicepl drying. They aro boied in 
"nests" of fifly, the boies much resembling 
thossdiminutire "cfales" in which peaches 
are brought here.
